Let's Not Condemn Yet 


The organization of a campus standards 
committee has created a rash of negative re- 
actions which led us to the conclusion that 
the people who are doing the criticizmg have 
acted too quickly in condemning the com- 
mitice without having any knowledge of its 
muike-up and purposes. 

The committee, according to informa- 
tion received from Dean John F. Quinn who 
initiated the action for us formation, is com- 
posed of the presidents of the housing units 
and the student organizations. This group 
is designed to exist solely on its own, out of 
the reach of administrative control. This 
point is one which the campus community 
has so far been unaware of. 

“This is not 9 case for rules and for more 


" Jimitations and restrictions,” said Dean 


Quinn, He stressed thut the committee is not 
going to work to impose new rules or to es- 
tablish stringent codes of conduct. Its pri- 
mary function will be to make the campus 
aware that several problems, however small 
they may be. exist and that these problems 
_ Sat with @ concerted effort on the part of 


all the students, be almost entirely elimi- 
nated. 


That this committee has been formed 
does not mean that the campus is faced with: 


extremely serious problems nor does it mean 


that anyone's personal life will be directly 


infringed upon. " 
_ The committee is slated to deal with 


such issues as cheating, stealing, general | 


campus disturbances and dating relation- 
ships in obvious violation of good taste. The 
last of these concerns is what has prompted 
much of the campus to dub the group as the 
“morals committee.” 

Before the members of the campus com- 
munity rush headstrong into conclusions 
about the standards committee, we would 
caution them to wait for more concrete plans 
to develop. We would also urge a spokes-
